THIS MADISON URBAN AREA BICYCLE MAP HAS BEEN PRE- 
PARED ESPECIALLY AS A GUIDE FOR THE COMMUTING BICYCLIST 
AND AS A COMPANION MAP TO THE DANE COUNTY MAP FOR 
BICYCLISTS. BOTH MAPS ARE DESIGNED TO GIVE THE BICYCLIST 
INFORMATION ABOUT THE RELATIVE SUITABILITY FOR BICYCLING 
OF ALL ROADWAYS, AS OPPOSED TO IDENTIFYING ONLY BIKE 
ROUTES. 

THE SUITABILITY OF URBAN AREA STREETS HAS BEEN DE- 
FINED IN TERMS OF THE RELATIVE DIFFICULTY OF RIDING A 
BICYCLE ON A ROADWAY SHARED WITH OTHER VEHICLES. THE 
AMOUNT OF MOTOR VEHICLE TRAFFIC USING THE ROADWAYS WAS 
THE PRINCIPAL FACTOR IN DEFINING DIFFICULTY, ALTHOUGH 
TRAFFIC SPEEDS AND ROADWAY WIDTHS WERE CONSIDERED. 
ROADWAYS WITH BIKE LANES WERE CLASSIFIED AS MORE SUIT- 
ABLE THAN THEY WOULD HAVE BEEN CLASSIFIED WITHOUT THE 
LANE. IN ADDITION, NEIGHBORHOOD STREETS THAT PROVIDE 
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THROUGH ROUTES HAVE BEEN IDENTIFIED BY THE HEAVY BLACK 
LINE. 

THE SUITABILITY CLASSIFICATIONS REFLECT RUSH HOUR 
TRAFFIC CONDITIONS ON WEEKDAY MORNINGS AND AFTERNOONS. 
EVEN THE BUSIEST COMMUTING STREETS CAN BE PLEASANT AND 
COMFORTABLE FOR CYCLING ON WEEKENDS AND OTHER TIMES OF 
THE DAY. ATTENTIVE CYCLING IS THE KEY TO SAFE BICYCLING 
ON ALL STREETS AND PATHS. REMEMBER: THE BICYCLE IS A 
VEHICLE AND MUST BE OPERATED ACCORDING TO THE LAWS 
GOVERNING THE OPERATION OF VEHICLES ON ROADWAYS.
